More Bfenvy Fires.

The list of casualties by fires in the
woods is not yet full, and every day
there is some new disaster to relate,
The bad news, this time, is from Holly
township and that portion of Duplin
county adjoining it. Destructive fires
have heen raging in that section for
two weecks past, and some of our
farmers have lost very heavily. The
fires have been burniug on both sides
of what is known as Angola Pre-
cOursin.
